lations with the United States.

Khrushchev threw Soviet sup^ 
port behind the Panamanians 
and denounced U.S. action in 
the Canal Zone. 


Most 
U.S. Embassy 
staff 


members and their dependents 
were evacuated to the Canal 
Zone Friday night shortly be- 
fore an anti-American student 
demonstration and several 
hours after Panama said it was 
recalling the remainder of its 
diplomatic staff from Washing- • 
on. 
Panama asked the United 


States to recall its embassy. 
staff,from Panama City, but a 
U.S. State Department official 
said the request did not apply 
o consular officials, Peace 
2orps volunteers or members 
of the U.S. Agency for Interim- 
ional Development. 


Because of the exceptions, the 


United States does not regard 
the break as final. U.S. officials 
also indicated that President 
Johnson's trpubleshooter, Ed- 
win M, Martin, planned to re- 
main in Panama. Peace efforts 
are expected to continue to loos- 
en a deadlock between the two 
countries over a 1903 treaty 
which gave the United States 
perpetual control over the ca- 
nal.

NEW YORK (AP)—Now that 


businessmen 
have convinced 


hemselves that 1964 is going to 
be bigger and better they're 
going to be seeking more credit. 
And that's likely to mean high- 
er interest costs. 


Anyway that's how many 


Nfew York bankers see it. And 
they reason that the government 
won't object too much unless 
credit gets too tight for faster 
economic growth. 


For one thing, basic interest 


rates have been rising in a 
number of European countries, 
always a temptation for idle 
American funds to go overseas. 
This Washington doesn't want 
because it adds to the U.S. def- 
icit in its balance of payments, 
which last year apparently was 
somewhere near the 1962 level 
of $3.5 billion despite all efforts 
to lower the surplus of outflow- 
ing dollars over returning ones. 


If interest rates go up here, 


bankers contend, this will hold 
the funds at home and maybe 
even attract more from Eu- 
rope. Bankers argue that an in- 
terest rate rise would do this 
much more effectively than the 
proposed tax on American pur- 
chases from foreigners of for- 
eign securities. 


Federal Reserve banks last 


summer raised their charge for 
loans to member banks to SVfe 
per cent from 3 per cent. But 
short-term loan rates have often 
been above that of late, making 
it possible for a bank to borrow 
from the Fed and lend to others 
at a profit. The banks' prime 
rate which they charge large 
borrowers with top credit rat- 
ings has stayed at 4Vz per cent 
since the middle of 1960.

His hopes were dashed when 


the British government signed 
a peace treaty in 1783, thus for- 
mally recognizing the indepen- 
dence of the United States. 


With England no longer at 


war with any nation, scores of 
high-ranking army and navy 
officers were being retired on 
half pay. The possibility that 
Benedict might be recalled to 
active duty vanished completly. 
He began to search for ways 
to augment his income. The 
house in Portman Square was 
expensive to maintain; Peggy 
would not curb her extravagant 
tastes; and the cost of raising 
five sons as gentlemen was a 
heavy additional burden. 


Benedict now conceived the 


idea of forming a company to 
engage in trade on a large scale 
between the West Indian Islands 
which he had known well before 
the war and the Canadian prov- 
inces of Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick where many Amer- 
ican Loyalists had settled. 


Life in the busy town of St. 


John, 
New Brunswick, was 


grim. From the start Benedict 
seemed plagued by bad luck. 
He sailed for Canada in 1785, 
shortly after the birth of his 
first daughter, Sophia. He trav- 
eled without his family and, 
hoping to make a quick fortune, 
built a store on the town's prin- 
cipal business street. But his 
brig went down in a storm, and 
months passed before he was 
able to buy another and pay his 
first business visit to the West 
Indian Islands. 


Not until the summer of 1787 


did he return to England for 
Peggy and the children and take 
them to St. John. Peggy made 
no secret of her loathing for 
the raw frontier town on the 
edge of the wilderness. But Ben- 
edict thrived on hard work, and, 
after establishing trading posts 
in several other towns, he made 
a number of visits to the Carib- 
bean, and in 1788 even carried 
a profitable cargo to England. 


Another son, George, 
was 


born at St. John. Then he re- 
turned to England. 


One of the greatest revolu- 


tionary1 upheavals in history con- 
vulsed the people of France. 
They killed their king, pro- 
claimed a republic and, on Feb. 
1, 1793, declared war against 
Great Britain. 


Benedict was as excited as 


the youngest recruit. He pre- 
sented himself promptly at the 
War Office where officers, born 
after he was a grown man, 
looked at him blankly. He held 
his temper in check, however, 
and eventually was conducted 


in Kansas City, however re- 
luctantly, pending court action, 
seemed to preclude any possibil- 
ity of such extreme measures.
